God never disappoints anyone. 
(Psalm 9:10: “Thou, Lord, hast 
never failed them that trust thee.”’ 
English Prayer-Book Version.) He 
never has. He never does. He 
never will. He cannot. That does 
not mean that there are no disap- 
pointments. We all know too much 
of life to beliéve that. But it 
does. mean that they are never 
due to God; on the other hand 
they come in spite of God. And 
they mean as much pain to Him 
as to us—maybe more. 

God never breaks His Word. 
He is very jealous about that. No 
banker’s word given in solemn 
promise is half as dependable, for 
banks may break, but God cannot. 
The Scripture cannot be broken 
(John 10:35). It never has been 
broken yet. -God is watching jeal- 
ously over His Word to see that it 
shall never be allowed to fail by 
so much as the dotting of an i, 
or the crossing of a t (Jer, 1:12; 
Matt. 5:18; 24:35). 

True prayer never fails. It can- 
not because it depends on God and 
on His pledged Word. I say “true 
prayer,’ because the word ‘“pray- 
er’ is used in a slipshod way for 
much that the earnest heart 
knows within itself to be not true 
prayer. 

Prayer itself is a very simple 
thing. It is the pleading or claim- 
ing by a sincere heart for some 
needed thing, based on some prom- 
ise of God’s Word and pleaded on 
the ground of the blood of Jesus 
(Rev. 12:11). Such prayer is very 
simple. Its strength, so far as the 
man praying is concerned, is in its 
Simplicity. Such praying never 
fails. It never has; it never does; 
it never will; it cannot. Heaven 
and earth will pass away before 
such prayer can fail. 

It is barely conceivable that 
under certain extraordinary cir- 
cumstances of the unlikeliest sort, 
the Bank of England might pos- 
sibly be obliged to close its doors, 
or the government at Washington 
fail to meet the interest on its 
bonds. Such things have happened. 
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But God will not permit any trust- 
ing child of His to be disappointed, 
so far as He is concerned. Bonds 
reckoned as “gilt-edged,” and ne- 
gotiable paper as “A-1,” do not 
rate high on the Exchange of God, 
nor on the Exchange of His trust- 
ing follower, as His own pledged 
word. 


Not a word He has spoken 
Can ever be broken. 

When those earthquakes of the 
book of Revelation come along, 
well-secured first mortgages, “gilt- 
edged” bank stock, and “fancy” 
securities will not be worth the 
beautifully engraved paper on 
which they are written. But not 
a letter of this old Book of God 
will be affected; not a scrap of 
God’s power shall be _ touched. 
There will be no shrinking in those

By faith he 
forsook Egypt, not fearing the wrath of the king: for he 
endured, as seeing him who is invisible. Through faith he 
kept the passover, and the sprinkling of blood, lest he that 
destroyed the firstborn should touch them.’—Hebrews 11: 


23-28. 


One of the great weaknesses of 
preaching in our day is the evident 
failure to “cry aloud against sin 
and spare not.” Preaching has 
lost its note of authority. It does 
not clearly point out and expose 
sin as sin really is. This manner 
of preaching has been a contribut- 
ing factor in the ever-rising tide 
of sin in our land. 


Before I note with you six 
things about the “season of sin,” 


may .we consider the text for a 
moment. In verse 23 we _ read, 
“By faith Moses. when he was 
born, was hid three months of his 
parents, because they saw that he 
was a proper child; and they were 
not afraid of the king’s command- 
ment.” The expression, “proper 
child,” implies the manner of child 
Moses was. He was fair, beautiful 
and well. Such a proper child

Evangelism and Soul Winning in New Testa- 
ment Churches Was a Daily Business 


“And daily in the temple, and in every house, they ceased 
not to teach and preach Jesus Christ.”’—Acts 5:42. 


Christianity is a daily business, 
a seven day a week job with no 
time off. The greatest tragedy of 
modefn-day, twentieth - century 
Christianity is that it has degen- 
erated into a matter of Sunday 
church attendance rather than a 
daily living for Jesus. Jesus said, 
“If any man will come after me, 
let him deny himself, and take 
up his cross daily, and follow me’”’ 
(Luke 9:23). When one reads the 
book of Acts, he is convinced that 
soul winning or -personal evange- 
lism was the main business of the 
early church and not just a-mat- 
ter of secondary importance. 

A study of the word “daily” as 
it is used in the book of Acts is 
most stimulating and _§heart- 
searching. The early church in 
Jerusalem, which won souls, over- 
came opposition, defied kings and 
kingdoms, brought fear and con- 
viction to the hearts of multiplied 
thousands, and made Jesus known 
everywhere, was a church with a 
daily ministry. They had a daily 
fellowship, for “they continuing 
daily with one accord in the tem- 
ple, and breaking bread from 
house to house, did eat their meat 
with: gladness and singleness of 
heart” (Acts 2:46). The church 
grew daily, not just when revivals 


were held or during special sea- 


sons but daily, for the record says, 
“The Lord added to the church 
daily such as should be saved” 
(Acts 2:47). 


Notice how that early church 
grew with no radio, no television, 
no buildings, no newspapers, no 
Sunday School literature, no bus- 
ses or cars, and no committees, 
but with a Spirit-empowered pro- 
gram. Three thousand were saved 
in one service, and that number 
grew until immediately there were 
five thousand men alone. That 
group grew so rapidly that it was 
referred to as “the multitude of 


them that believed” (Acts* 4:32). 


There were miracles wrought, 
prayer meetings held, persecutions 
endured, and lying church mem- 
bers slain by the Holy Spirit, and 
the next account of the growth of 
the early church is given in Acts 
5:14 where we read, “‘And believ- 
ers were the more added to the 
Lord, multitudes of both men and 
women.” No longer a multitude 
but multitudes! 


This apostolic church accepted 
the challenge of the daily needs of

they laid daily at the gate of the 
temple which is called beautiful’ 
(Acts 3:2). Where did'we ever 
get the idea that people need the 
Word of God on the Lord’s Day 
only and that people can get saved 
on the Lord’s Day only?.Souls are 
perishing daily. We must be chal- 
lenged by the daily needs of a 
lost and perishing people. The 
early church also carried on the 
“daily ministrations” (Acts -6:1) 
of material necessities for the 
saints of God, which necessitated 
the appointment and election of 
seven Spirit-filled deacons. 

As a result of this daily demon- 
stration of Christianity, we begin 
to read of “churches” (plural) in- 
stead of the “church” (singular).

These early Christians went ev- 
erywhere preaching the Gospel. 
They launched an all-out cam- 
paign .to evangelize the known 
world in their generation, and as 
a result, “The churches were es- 
tablished in the faith and in- 
creased in number daily” (Acts 
16:5). The church today, doing 
God’s work in God’s way and with 
God’s power and by God’s scrip- 
tural methods, should produce oth- 
er churches in needy communities. 


These early Christians “searched 
the scriptures daily, whether those 
things were so” (Acts 17:11), and 
daily went out to publish abroad 
what they found. Paul “disputed 

.. in the market daily with those 
that met with him” (Acts 17:17) 
in the city of Athens and “disputed 
daily in the school of one Tyran- 
nus” (Acts 19:9) in -idolatrous 
Ephesus. 

Now you say to me, “How did 
that church grow with such mi- 
raculous rapidity?’ I believe that 
the answer to that question lies 
in one thrilling and challenging 
verse. That verse ought to be the 
theme song and battle cry of ev- 
ery individual believer and every 
true fundamental Bible-believing 
church throughout the world. That 
verse sums up in eighteen words 
the miracle of the early church; 
it was the ‘‘dynamic” of that suc- 
cessful group of believers. It de- 
scribes their mode of operation. 
That verse is Acts 5:42, “And 
daily in the temple and from 
house to house they ceased not 
to teach and preach Jesus Christ.” 


This verse, put in practice by 
any group of sincere Christians, 
large or small, in any community, 
city, or rural area, will win souls, 
bring revivals, get results, cause 
miracles to unfold, and produce a 
strong, powerful, and _ militant 
church “fair as the moon, clear as 
the sun, and terrible as an army 
with banners.” One such center 
of scriptural church evangelism 
will bring a revival to our nation 
that will honor God, vindicate 
His Word, win the lost by the 
multitudes, and put the armies of 
modernism to flight. Let us care- 
fully and prayerfully examine the 
program of evangelism of this 
early church, 


I, Let Us See Their Per- 
sistence—“‘Daily”’ 

These Christians were persistent. 
They were not sporadic or spas- 
modic. They were “instant in sea- 
son and out of season” in their 
soul winning and witnessing. It 
was not just a Sunday business 
with them, but a daily business. 
Any church which expects to grow 
and reach multitudes of men and 
women and children for Christ 
must have a daily ministry of 


evangelism. The church must have- 


a daily calling and visitation pro- 
gram. Unsaved people must be 
visited not once, not twice, but

trying to look at his favorite tele- | 
vision program. When he saw who | 
we were and 
from the Emmanuel Baptist 
Church, he said, ‘Now listen, la- 
dies. I have had my favorite tele- 
vision program interrupted every 
Monday night fer more than a 
year. I get so nervous every Mon- 
day night that I can’t enjoy my- 
self. I have been sitting here shak- 
ing like a leaf and wondering 
when you would come to the door. 
I promise you,’ he said, ‘if you just 
let up on me a little and let ‘me 
have one Monday night without 
being disturbed, I'll be in church 
next Sunday and have all the fam- 
ily with me.’ ” . 

We must not be afraid to both- 
er people. Our business is too im- 
portant. It cannot wait. The souls 
of men are at stake. God help us 
to be persistent. 


II. Let Us See the 
Participants 


This was not just the work of 
a group of preachers. These early 
Christians did not say, “Let the 
beloved pastor visit all the sick, 
win all the lost, and do all the 
work. Is that not what we hired 
him to do?” Every born-again per- 
son is to help in the winning of the 
lost. The deacons of the early 
church, men like Stephen and 
Philip, were soul winners. Pastors 
who do not charge their people 
with their solemn obligation to 
win souls and then teach them 
how to do the job grieve the Holy 
Spirit, fail to reaeh multitudes, 
and violate the plain teaching of 
God’s Holy Word. Let us see this 
truth in Ephesians 4:11-12: ‘“‘And 
he gave some, apostles; and some, 
prophets; and some, evangelis{s; 
and some, pastors and teachers; 
For the perfecting |or “equip- 
pinge’”’| of the saints for the work 
of the ministry, for the edifying 
of the body of Christ.” Every 
choir member, every board mem- 
ber, every Sunday School teacher, 
every church member should be 
taught to go out after souls and 
bring them into the house of 
God to hear the Word and be 
saved. The tragedy of our weak, 
anemic Christianity of these days 
is that many preachers, mission- 
aries, and evangelists do not win 
souls. A Christian who will not 
win souls is enigma! He is like a 
barber who refuses to cut hair 
and a clerk who refuses to sell

goods and a salesman who never 
sells anything. 


Ill. Let Us See the Partner- 
ship—“Two by Two” 


We believe these Christians 
went out “two by two.” Jesus 
called ‘‘two” brethren to leave 
their fishing nets and follow Him. 
John sent “two” of his disciples to 
question Jesus, and Jesus sent out 
seventy “two by two” and taught 
that in the mouth of two or three 
witnesses a truth would be es- 
tablished. Notice these scriptures, 
“And he called unto Him the 
twelve and began to send them 
forth by two and two” (Mark 6:7); 
“He sendeth forth two of his dis- 
ciples’ (Mark 11:1); “And after 
these things the Lord appointed 
other seventy also, and sent them 
two and two before His face into 
every city and place, whither he 
himself would come” (Luke 10:1). 
There were two heavenly messen- 
gers at the empty tomb on the 
morning of the resurrection of 
Jesus, and two men in white ap- 
parel were sent down from heav- 
en when He ascended from the 
Mount of Olives to go back into 
the presence of His Father. In 
Ecclesiastes 4:9 we read that “two 
are better than one; because they 
have a good reward for their la- 
bor.” : 


Yes, we believe that God’s di- 
vinely appointed way to win the 
lost is for the church to go out 
two by two daily to witness for 
Christ. In the church where I have 
now served as pastor for almost 
sixteen years, we see large groups 
of people saved every Sunday. It 
matters not who is preaching; it 
matters not whether the sermon 
is a good one or a poor one; souls 
are saved just the same. People 
have been going out two by two 
during the week to win them to 
Christ, and they walk forward 
with them on Sunday- mornings 
and Sunday evenings as they come 
to make a public profession of 
their faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. I have known one man and 
his wife to have as high as four- 
teen grown men and women come 
to be saved in one single service. 


Jesus was never too busy to win 
souls, and He was a_ personal 
worker. If we are too busy to go 
out two by two6 to win the lost, 
then we are busier than God ever 
intended us to be. 


IV. Let Us See the Plan— 
“From House to House” 


These early Christians went 
from house to house. They did not 
wait for the world to come to the 
church. They went to the lost and 
won them from house to house 
and brought them to be baptized 
and take fellowship with the local 
church. Sometimes preachers fail 
to go from house to house, claim- 
ing to be too busy in their studies 
and offices. Paul was not too busy 
or too unconcerned. to go from 
house to house. He testified to 
the Ephesian elders that he had 
“served the Lord with all humili- 
ty of mind and with many tears,” 
and had “kept back nothing that 
was profitable unto you, and have 
taught you publicly, and from 
house to house” (Acts 20:19, 20). 
The “house-to-house” ministry is 
just as important and perhaps 
more so than the public ministry. 
In fact, the lack of results in 
much of the pulpit ministry can 
be charged to lack of effort and 
tears in the “house-to-house” min- 
istry. 

The other day I read a fine 
article in a Christian periodical 
on “How Often Should I Visit?” 
The article was written around a 
recent survey that was made by 
the National Retail Dry Goods As- 
sociation. It revealed some figures 
that throw a lot of light on this 
problem. Many teachers and work- 
ers wonder how often they should 
call on prospects and absentees. 
Perhaps this report might help 
you: 

48% of the salesmen make one 
call and quit. 

25% of the. salesmen make two 
calls and quit. 

88% of the salesmen quit after 
one, two, or three calls. 

12% of the salesmen keep on 
calling. 

The 12% who keep on calling 
do 80% of the business. 

The 88% who quit by the third 
call do only 20% of the business. 


| 


Are you included in the 12% or 
the 88%? We are to go from house 
to house to visit the sick, the lost, 
the bereaved, and the delinquent. 
This is God’s way, the Bible way, 
the only way. 


V. Let Us See the Place—“In 
the Temple” 


The evangelism of the early 
church in the book of Acts was a 
church-centered evangelism. It 
was an evangelism which had as 
its base of operation the local 
church. I am for any type of 
evangelism which is not uhscrip- 
tural, whether it be union or co- 
operative evangelism, child evan- 
gelism, or missionary evangelism. 
The Scriptures teach that church- 
es in the New Testament days 
were great centers of evangelism. 
Pastors are wrong who say, “My 
job is to teach the saints, and I 
will leave the winning of the lost 
to the evangelist.”” Paul told. Tim- 
othy to “do the work of an evan- 
gelist.”” He also complimented the 
church at Thessalonica, saying, 
“For from you sounded out the 
word of the Lord not only in 
Macedonia and Achaia, but also 
in every place your faith to God- 
ward is spread abroad; so that we 
need not to speak anything” (1 
Thess. 1:8). Scriptural church 
evangelism is important because 
people not only need to be saved, 
but they need to be baptized and 
unite with a fundamental, Bible- 
believing, soul-winning church. 
They need to be taught the Word 
of God, the great Christian doc- 
trines, the importance of tithing 
and soul winning; and this is the 
responsibility of every local 
church. 


VI. Let Us See the Preaching 
—“They Ceased Not to 
Preach and Teach 
Jesus Christ” 


The apostolic, evangelistic, soul- 
Winning church of Jerusalem did 
not preach a program, but they 
preached a Person! They did not 
deal in abstract theories and phi- 
losophies, but they lifted up and 
magnified a real and living Sav- 
iour. They did not deal with tech- 
nicalities while their generation 
rushed on to Hell; they majored 
on the message of life as is found 
in the Son of God. They did not 
preach to please everybody and 
offend nobody, they preached with 
the power and demonstration of 
the Holy Spirit and brought con- 
viction and fear to the heart of 
the ungodly. They lifted up Jesus 
and magnified Him in all His 
glorious attributes. 


You no doubt have heard the 
simple yet wonderful story of the 
young, highly-trained, pastor-’ who 
went to his new appointment in- 
tent on impressing his flock with 
his education. After a few ser- 
mons delivered from the head 
and not from the heart, after the 
sheep had come a few times to 
feed and found nothing to eat but 
chaff, he found a note\on his pul- 
pit. The note contained these 
words, “Sir, we would see Jesus.” 
It angered him at first, but later 
convicted him and brought him to 
his knees to cry out in prayer, 
“Oh, Father, help me so to preach 
that the people will see Jesus.” 


Recently one of our young 
preachers in the Seminary met me 
and said, ‘‘Brother Tom, pray for 
my church. I want to see people 
saved, and the hunger of my heart 
is to make Jesus known to them.” 
He was so moved with emotion 
he could hardly speak; his lips 
trembled and his eyes swam with 
tears of love and tender compas- 
sion. I promised to pray, and as 
I walked on my way the thought 
came to me, “He won’t have to 
wait long to see people saved. 
When Jesus is preached from a 
broken heart, when sermons are 
bathed in tears and saturated with 
prayer and backed up by a holy 
life, men and women are going to 
come to God.” 

The following Monday morning 
I met the same young preacher, 
and I saw a strange light in his 
face! “Brother Tom, yesterday 
nine people were saved in my 
church!” 

You can be a soul winner; you, 
too, can win the lost. God give 
us the compassion, the power of 
the Holy Spirit, and faith to do 
God’s work by God’s prescribed

Upon 
hearing the cry, Moses’ was 
brought to the daughter of Phar- 
oah. She loved him at first sight. 
God so moves to accomplish His 
plans until He causes this unbe- 
lieving Egyptian to carry this 
child into her own palace and 
raise him as her own child. 

To even greater illustrate God’s 
ability to overrule Satan in all his 
schemes, notice how even. the 
mother of Moses was hired to 
raise this newly adopted child for 
the daughter of Pharaoh. Satan 
has great power, but we rejoice in 
that we serve one greater than all 
the wisdom and might of the Dev- 
il.

Too, Moses made the choice en- 
tirely by faith. Had he known 
how greatly the Lord was to use 
him in later life, the choice would 
have lost some of its color and no- 
bility in faith. To be sure, Moses 
knew the hand of the Lord was 
upon him, but he did not know he 
was to become the greatest per- 
sonality in the Old Testament. He 
did not ‘know that the Lord 
through him would lead _ these 
people out of Egypt and through 
the wilderness to Canaan’s land. 
Had Moses known all these future 
things, the choice would not have 
been an act of faith. Not know- 
ing these things, however, makes 
verse 24 all the more an important 
move of faith, : 

'-This.same principle is true as 
God deals with us today. When 
men come toyJesus to follow Him 
and to take their stand with Him, 


| they do so entirely of faith. Great 


men of God in our day-who have 
been mightily used of God did not 
know the extent of their useful- 
ness when they were saved. 
Moses’ choice is threefold. First, 
he refused to be called the son of 
Pharaoh’s daughter. Second, - he 
chose to suffer the affliction of the 
people of God. Third, he chose to 
deny hfmself the pleasures of sin., 


The motivating power for this 


other way. Satan offers pleasure 
in sin only as a bait to lead you 
into this life. Satan’s pleasure is 
a snare; God’s joy is a gift. 
Satan’s pleasure originates from 
without; God’s joy originates from 
within. 

The season of sin always ends 
in bitterness. This is the design 
of Satan. ‘The bait—pleasure of 
sin—is Satan’s way to a broken 
heart and a doomed soul. 


Notice first, 
The Season of Sin Is Exciting 
in Its Appeal 

I have just suggested some of 
the excitement which Moses per- 
haps faced while living in the 
palace of Pharaoh. He had heard 
the music and the shuffling feet 
of the dancers. He had heard the 
lighthearted laughter of the so- 
cially great of Egypt, the tinkling 
of the wine glasses. All the ex- 
citement Satan could offer, 
had faced. 

So, the Devil works in our day 
to allure men and women into the 
season of sin. Never have the 
forces of Hell so brought about 
pressure upon people to lead them 
into sin as today. The Devil is 
a master at the art of making sin 
exciting. Look at the multi- 
colored, full-page magazine adver- 
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tisements presenting whisky to the 
unsuspecting youth of our day. 
Watch the average television pro- 
gram play up the dance to our 
people. Note that even immorali- 
ty is advocated and suggested as 
the thing which completely satis- 
fies.

Sin dare not present its true na- 
ture. Sin dare not come to the 
light. Sin, in order to appeal, 
must be distorted. It must have 
much music and color and appeal 
to surround it, lest it stand 
naked aS a power which dooms 
souls into Hell. To this task Sa- 
tan has given himself relentlessly. 
A great measure of success has 
been his in making the season of 
sin exciting in its appeal. 

Only the thoughtful and the 
inquiring can escape this snare 
and trap oi Satan. 


Second, 

The Season of Sin Is De- 

ceiving in Its Beginning 

Song of Solomon 2:15, “Take us 
the foxes, the little foxes, that 
spoil the vines; for our vines have 
tender grapes.” ‘The originator of 
sin, the old Devil, has been called 
the “deceiver.” He is surely the 
“deceiver.” 

No doubt Satan sought to lead

Moses into the’ primrose path 
while he yet lived in the palace 
of Pharaoh. He sought to entice 
Moses. As far as we know, Satan 
was never successful in deceiving 
Moses to start this life of sin. 
Think of the multitudes of poor 
sinners in our day who have been 
deceived and led away into this 
“season of sin.” 

The drunkard never starts out 
as a drunkard. His first step is 
through an “innocent” _ social 
drink. From this early and small

vated by sin. He is made a com- 
plete slave to sin. The _ harlot 
woman never starts out as a har- 
lot. She begins with the early 
and small deception of lust. She 
gradually becomes loose with her 
virtue, then finally becomes. a 
slave to lust. She then turns her- 
self completely loose and _  con- 
tinues to go further and further 
down this lustful path until she 
becomes a common harlot. 

The season of sin begins like 
leprosy. The leper first noticed 
a small white spot on his skin. 
His friends may not have seen this 
spot. It was not so bad for a 
long while. However, this terrible 
disease continued to spread and 
worsen until now his whole body 
is covered. Sooner or later this 
disease which began in a very 
small way will completely con- 
sume his body. It will take his 
life. Nothing except a miracle 
could stop its spread. So it is with 
the season of sin. 


Third, 
The Season of Sin Is Empty in 
Its Ability to Satisfy 
First Timothy 5:6, “But 
that liveth in pleasure is 


she 
dead 
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while-she liveth.” Isaiah 57:20-21, 

"But the wicked are like the 
troubled sea, when it cannot rest, 
whose waters cast up mire and 
dirt. There is no peace, saith my 
God, to the wicked.” 


This fact might have been one 
of the factors which led Moses to 
make the decision of versés 24 and 
25. He had had the opportunity 
to observe all the sin in Egypt. He 
had looked upon and_ attended 
many of the social functions of 
Pharoah. Moses’ had seen the 
vanity of all this. The empty ex- 
pressions on the faces of. these 
bent to taste of pleasure’ con- 
vinced Moses of the fruitlessness 
of the pleasure of sin for a season. 

Sin cannot satisfy. 

Many sinners have come to me, 
as a pastor, seeking inward peace 
and happiness. A few days ago I 
dealt with a young woman who, 
according to her. testimony, had 
tasted all Satan had to offer. She 
had been married two times and 
divorced. She had given herself 
to her parties with their drinking 
and dancing—only to become dis- 
illusioned with it all. Life to her 
had been empty and barren. She 
was most unhappy. She pleaded, 
“All my life I have wanted only 
happiness, yet I am most” un- 
happy.” 

This young woman was saved. 
In Jesus she has now found joy 
and happiness which the world 
eould never provide. 

We have all read of famous peo- 
ple committing suicide. Some of 
these people were wealthy. They 
were socially great. They had the 
bright lights of Hollywood _ to 
praise them. They gave them- 
selves to satisfy flesh; yet because 
of the emptiness of sin, they com- 
mit suicide. ‘The reason for this 
is very evident. The season of sin 
when there is pleasure is very 
short. This season always ends 
with disappointment and _ bitter- 
ness. : 

I warn you who now live in sin: 
The pleasure you now enjoy will 
soon end. Then you will experi- 
ence the greatest bitterness a soul 
can face. Where will you turn 
then? When sin loses its pleasure 
and thrill, to whom will you turn? 


Fourth, 
The Season of Sin Is Binding 
in Its Power 


Here is one point I honestly 
wish I could omit. If I could be 
honest with my subject and honest 
with my observations as a pastor, 
I would gladly omit this fact. 
However, I must solemnly warn 
you of the BINDING POWER OF 
SIN. Sin, when it is young, can 
very easily be broken; but when 
it is grown, it binds you. 

Consider the maniac of Gadara 
in Mark 5. Early im his life, as a 
sinner, he could have broken the 
ties of sin as easily as breaking a 
sewing thread. But now he is 
demon-possessed. The power of 
Sin is too great. He is hopelessly 
captured by Satan. 

Listen to the words of Solomon 
concerning the binding power of 
strong drink. Proverbs 23:29-32, 
“Who hath woe? who hath sor- 
row? who hath contentions? who 
hath babbling? who hath wounds 
without a cause? who hath red- 
ness of eyes? They that tarry 
long at the wine; they that go to 
seek mixed wine. Look not thou 
upon the wine when it is_ red, 
when it giveth its colour in the 
cup, when it moveth itself aright. 
At the last it biteth like a serpent, 
and stingeth like an adder.” No- 
tice the expression, ‘‘at the last.” 
Here is the binding power of sin. 
Sin produced many sorrows and 
heartaches in the season of sin. 
However, “at the last” it has so 
bound the sinner until he receives 
the bite and the sting of death. 

In my experience as a pastor I 
have seen many sin-enslaved sin- 
ners. Some have begged me to do 
something for them. On one occa- 
sion a businessman was brought to 
me by one of the members of the 
church where I was pastor. When I 
walked into the room he crumpled 
at my feet and wept and sobbed. 
I have never looked upon such a 
pitiful sight. He begged me to do 
something for him. He _ sobbed, 
“Please help me! I am going to 
lose my home, my wife, my job. I 
do not want to live this kind of 
life. Can you help me?” 

Of course I prayed for him and 
tried to counsel him. As far as I 
know, this man is yet .a hopeless. 
drunkard. I thought as he went 
away, if only he had come to me 


fifteen years earlier. Now he is a 


slave to drink. Unless a miracle 
transpires, he will-die~a*drunkard 
and go to Hell, hopelessly bound 
by sin. 

In America, I am told, there are 
6 million such drunkards. All of 
them began with little drinking 
that could have been stopped. But 
now they are slaves to this terrible 
habit. | 

When will our country wake up 
to the plague of sin? When will 
she stop the legal advertising of 
beer, wine and whisky? When 
will she stop the publication of 
lustful magazines and books? To 
use the words of Hosea in chapter 
8, verse 7, “For they have sown 
the wind, and they shall reap the 
whirlwind: it hath no stalk: the 
bud shall yield no meal: if so 
be it yield, the stranger. shall 
swallow it up.” , 

Before this terrible day of 
“reaping the whirlwind” comes 
upon us, I would to -God we could 
obey the exhortation of Hosea in 
chapter 10, verses 12, 13. “Sow 
to yourselves in righteousness, 
reap in mercy; break up your fal- 
low ground; for it is time to seek 
the Lord, till he come and rain 
righteousness upon you. Ye have 
plowed wickedness, ye have reaped 
iniquity; ye have eaten the fruit 
of lies; because thou didst trust 
in thy way, in the multitude of 
mighty men.” 


Fifth, 
The Season of Sin Is Destruc- 
tive in Its Effect 


Sin destroys all it touches. 
James 1:14-15, “But-every man 
is tempted, when he is drawn 
away of his own lust and enticed. 
Then when lust hath conceived, 
it bringth forth sin; and sin, when 
it is finished, bringeth forth 
death.”’ 

The season of sin will destroy 
health. Some of God’s children 
who are now saved by the grace 
of God carry in their bodies the 
scars and marks of a life of sin. 
The mental institutions of our 
land are being filled with mental 
cases which in many cases are the 
direct result of sin. 

The season of sin will destroy 
self-respect. Sin can become so 
powerful in the life of sinners that 
nothing else really matters. The 
prayers of mother, the devotion of 
father, the love of wife, the future 
of children, the welfare of family 
—all is thrown to the wind for 
the pleasure of sin for a season 
and later because of the binding 
effect and power of sin. 

The season of sin will destroy 
the home. ‘Thousands of homes 
are being broken each year. Chil- 
dren are made orphans voluntari- 
ly. Sin produces this. In God’s 
pian for the home, husband and 
wife are to forsake all and cleave 
to one another. However, sin has 
no regard for God’s plan. 

The season of sin will destroy 
our nation. The most religiously 
skeptical of the students of his- 
tory will agree that mighty na- 
tions in the past have fallen be- 
cause of sin. The decay of Greece, 
Egypt, Rome and France in the 
past were hastened by the same 
trend and toward the same sins 
we witness in America. God has 
blessed our land as no other na- 


tion in history; yet, how long do 
we hope to get by the chastening 
hand of God? In Galatians 6:7; 
“Be not deceived; God is. not 
mocked; for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall.he also reap. 
For he that soweth to his flesh 
shall of the flesh reap corruption, 
but he that soweth to the Spirit 
shall of the Spirit reap. life ever- 
lasting.” Here is God’s law of 
sowing and reaping. No nation or 
individual can hope to evade this 
law. 


Sixth, 
The Season of Sin Is Dooming 
in Its End 


Here is the very sad ruin and 
end of sin. All that I have said 
before in this message indeed is 
bad enough; but here is the worst 
of all. At the end of the season 
of sin there awaits Hell. Psalm 
9:17, “And the wicked shall be 
turned into hell and all the na- 
tions that forget God.’ Proverbs 
7:10, “And, behold, there met him 
a woman with the attire of an har- 
lot, and subtil in her heart ...”; 
verse 25, ‘‘Let not thine heart de- 
cline to her ways, go not astray 
in her paths. For she cast down 
many wounded: yea, many strong 
men have been slain by her. Her 
house is the way to hell, going 
down to the chambers of death.” 
Again in Proverbs 9:17-18, “Stolen 
waters are sweet, and bread eat- 
en in secret is pleasant. But he 
knoweth not that the dead are 
there; and that her guests are in 
the depths of hell.” Romans 6:23, 
“For the wages of sin is death, 
but the gift of God is eternal life.” 
Isaiah 14:9, “And hell from be- 
neath is moved to meet thee at 
thy coming....”’ 

The season of sin produces 
heartache and bitterness here in 
this life, then Hell at the end of 
the road. Sin is dooming in its 
end. 

The sin of drunkenness dooms to 
Hell. The Bible is clear that no 
drunkard shall inherit everlasting 
life. 

The sin of lust dooms to Hell. 
In Revelation 21:8; “and whore- 
mongers...shall have their part 
in the lake of fire....” 

The sin of lying dooms to Hell. 
Verse 8 again, ‘and all liars... 
Shall have their part . . ie 

The sin of unbelief dooms to 
Hell. Verse 8, “and the unbeliev- 
ing. 

The sin of neglect dooms to 
Hell. In Hebrews 2:3, “How shall 
we escape if we neglect so great 
salvation... ?” 

There is no way to get by this 
terrible conclusion, that the sea- 
son of sin is dooming in its end. 
I pray for you who may be with- 
out Jesus. You have. walked in 
the path of sin thus far in life. 
Please consider the path you 
tread, lest you die in your sins. 
Jesus said, “If ye die in your sins, 
whither I go you cannot come.’’ 

If the Spirit calls today, why 
not come ‘to Jesus now? He has 
promised to save “unto the utter- 
most those who come unto God by 
Christ Jesus.” Romans 10:13, 
“For whosoever shall call upon 
the name of the Lord shall be 
saved.”

There are living illustrations of 
this in every part of the world. 
There are as striking stories in 
present-day life as that of the 
nameless widow’s bottomless bar- 
rel up on the east coast of the 
Mediterranean (I Kings 17:8-16).

The sweetest flowers 
are not found in the shop window. 
They are known only by those 
who seek them out in the quiet 
seclusion of the valley or hillside. 


There is. a wondrous modesty 
about truth. Shall I say, with awe- 
touched words, that there is a 
sweet modesty about God. He 
speaks to all in the unfailing sun, 
the noiseless moon, the life-giving 
rain and dew. But His best is re- 
served for those who come away 
into the inner circle. He opens His 
inner heart to all who will come 
into heart touch, but only to these 
(Ps. 25:14, margin; John 15:15). 


This story is of a humble, quiet 
woman in one of the shut-away 
corners of the earth; of the sad

We were talk- 
ing, as we ate, of our experiences 
of God’s goodness. One lady pres- 
ent was induced to tell, through 
interpretation, a story of the un- 
usual experience of a friend of 
hers in Finland. 


It was about a woman who had 
to pay an unjust bill for lumber 
used in building a little chapel. 
She hadn’t enough money; all ef- 
forts to get more failed; legal ac- 
tion threatened; then during pray- 
er the money in her little treas- 
ure-box increased in amount un- 
til there was enough to pay the 
claim. There are the bones of 
the story. 


It quite startled everyone who 
heard it. Such a thing was un- 
heard of in modern times. And 
doubt was freely expressed by 
some of the most earnest and 
thoughtful ones present. The 
doubt was not of God’s power to 
do such a thing, but of the accura- 
cy of the story. The woman in her 
excitement must have made a 
mistake. Some friend was secret- 
ly helping, it was thought. Was 
she used to counting money? Was 
the box locked up so that no one 
else could get access to it? She 
was probably a good woman, but 
rather excitable. So question and 
comment ran on. 


As I listened to the story, then 
to the comments, I thought that 
> friend 
who told it to us and who person- 
ally knew the woman in it, seemed 
quite assured herself of its being 
so—it should not be told until it 
could be thoroughly verified, but 
that if it could indeed be verified, 
it should be told and told widely. 
So my wife and I began to slip in 
a daily petition at praying time 
that if it were true as told, we 
might be led up to the little re- 
mote village—somewhere in Fin- 
land, I knew not just where—to 
learn the story at first hand; and 
that I might be privileged to 
speak in the little chapel. 


“Step by Step” 
(Proverbs 4:12: ‘‘As thou goest, 
step by step, the way shall open up 
before thee.’—Free Translation.) 
Several months went by. A re- 
quest came late that winter from 
Finland, but I was unable to ac- 


cept because of other work at 
the time named. Then came an- 
other urgent request for a sum- 
mer appointment in _ Finland, 
which I was glad to be able to 
accept. But it was on the southern 
coast of Finland and this was a 
long distance—a full twelve hours’ 
journey—from the village of the 
story. Still the daily prayer went 
up that the Father’s own plan in 
this would work out. 


A little while later, while speak- 
ing in Christiania, a letter came 
requesting attendance at the an- 
nual meeting of the Free Church 
of Finland. I had never heard the 
name of the place of meeting be- 
fore and hadn’t the remotest idea 
just where it was. So it was with 
intensest interest that we hast- 
ened down town to a tourist of- 
fice to see a map and find out 
just where this place was. 

A touch of awe was felt as we 
saw that it was in the far north- 
ern part of Finland and that we 
must pass straight through the 
village of the story to get there. 
The date of this second appoint- 
ment came immediately upon the 
heels of the first. It began to seem 
very plain that we were “being 
taken” to the scene of the story. 
And that made it look as though 


it were indeed true and that there / 


was a purpose of God in its being 
known and told. But I determined 
to sift it most rigidly. 

Then there came a letter from 
the woman herself who had the 
experience and with whom I had 
corresponded in the winter, say- 
ing that she was to be a dele- 
gate at this Free Church meeting 
and asking me to speak at a dis- 
trict meeting of ministers and oth- 
ers appointed to meet in her vil- 
lage a week later. Then came a 
request from the summer school 
of Finnish University students at 
a place within two hours of this 
village I was thinking about, 

Both places and dates of these 
gatherings fitted together as 
though it had been so arranged 
for convenience in travel. The 


“quiet sense of awe deepened. I 


felt that it had been arranged. 
There was a plan of action being 


worked out. The feeling that I was 


being led on by an unseen hand 
erew and stilled me. I was being 
led to where I would meet this 
person, then straight into her vil- 
lage and into her own home, and 
to speak in the little chapel, which 
was itself the standing witness in 
wood and brick of the wondrous 
experience. 

I had been praying that if that 
journey to Norway and Finland 
were indeed God’s own plan, the 
dates and places might dovetail. 
And no itinerary carefully studied 
out for months before had ever 
dovetailed more beautifully than 
this was doing. I was enabled to 
attend five annual national gath- 
erings, each of which touched the 
whole of Finland and each a dif- 
ferent circle; and one less repre- 
sentative in attendance—all with- 
in three weeks. 

I learned afterwards that our 
friend of the story had been pray- 


ing that her unusual experience 
might in some way become widely 
known, so that God’s great faith- 
fulness might be more known and 
appreciated. Then when first she 
learned that I was coming to Fin- 
land she began praying that the 
doors might open very wide to 
me, but was careful to do nothing 
toward that end herself, so that 
God’s own purpose and power 
might be more evident. It is seen 
now how fully both these prayers 
were answered. 


Then our prayer had begun to 
include another very important 
item; namely, a good interpreter 
for the story. I would need one 
who was perfectly free in English 
as well as Swedish if I were to 
get a clear, intelligent understand- 
ing of the story. My experience 
in listening to broken English 
made me feel keenly how abso- 
lutely essential this was. Yet I 
knew that, humanly, it might be 
very difficult. For good interpre- 
ters are rare, 

As it turned out it was even 
more difficult than I knew. For 
the people of. this inland country 
district of Finland spoke and un- 
derstood, for the most part, only 
Finnish, the language used by 
about seven-eighths of the Finnish 
people. And so the interpreter who 
would have done for me ordinari- 
ly would not answer the purpose 
now unless he could speak freely 
three languages—namely, Finnish 
and. English for the meetings, and 
Swedish also for the story, for 
that was the native speech of the 
woman of the story. 

And as it all turned out the 
answer could not have been bet- 
ter. One of my interpreters at 
the Free Church meeting—the 
Finnish interpreter—-was an ac- 
quaintance of the woman of the 
story. She is a schoolteacher in 
the Finnish capital, and combines 
in rare degree the intellectual and 
spiritual qualities that must com- 
bine in good interpretation. Fin- 
nish is her native speech; she has 
known Swedish also from early 
girlhood, and she spoke English 
as freely as I could wish. 

I heard afterwards that she is 
widely known as a schoolteacher, 
as an expert interpreter and as a 
very earnest Christian. I have had 
no one in all my experience with 
interpreters who combined spirit- 
ual grasp and insight and spiritual 
sensitiveness with the keen ac- 


curate intellectual equipment to 


a fuller degree. And I have been 


unusually blessed in the rarely- 
qualified interpreters whom God 
has graciously sent to me. This 
lady was on her vacation and her 
arrangements were such that she 
could come, She graciously offered 
to make her plans suit our need 
and came for whatever days I 
would say. I have anticipated a lit- 
tle in order to group together the 
items in the rare guidance that 
surrounds the story. 


The Background of the 
Picture 


It was with an unusual sense 
of awe and of God’s gracious pres- 
ence, ever increasing, that we 
went on to Finland and began 
the round of appointments there. 
I shall never forget those three 
weeks in Finland. If ever I was 
moving in the current of the 
stream of God’s will, surely it 
was then, as constantly revealed 
by the quiet, irresistible power 
felt and seen in the meetings. I 
had only to think of steering— 
steering to keep in the current; 
the power was in the current. 


So we came to meet our friend 
of the story and so we came to 
her village—two hours by rail in- 
land from the Baltic coast of Fin- 
land. At last we came into her 
own simple home and then into 
the plain little wooden chapel with 
its wondrous story of God’s faith- 
fulness. 

We had nearly two days to get 
acquainted with our new friend 
and to learn her story, before the

meetings began. We found that 
she is the postmistress. There 
really is not a village—only a 
railroad junction, whose impor- 
tance is made the greater by the 
extensive railroad operations be- 
ing carried on here by the Rus- 
sian Government, 


We found a very quiet woman 
in middle life, whose gentle, pa- 
tient face told plainly her life 
story of careful planning, hard 
work, and thinking of others, Her 
father had been a clergyman of 
the old conservative State Church 
in Abo, the ancient cathedral cen- 
ter of Finland, where her early 
life had been spent; her mother’s 
father was a physician. 


She has been postmistress here 
for more than twenty years, a 
position which can be held only 
by one passing the rigid govern- 
ment examination. That means 
more than it would in the United 
States or in England, for the post 
office in the country districts of 
Finland is practically the national 
or government bank. In the. ab- 
sence of banks most money chang- 
es hands by registered mail in- 
stead of by bank check. The ex- 
tensive railroad operations have 
much increased the volume of 
post office business at this point— 
the work requiring usually three, 
sometimes four of five assistants. 

1 found that during one quarter 
recently the registered mail pass- 
ing through her hands, whose con- 
tents were known, contained al- 
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ONLY.

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most one million Finnish marks 
( a German mark is about twenty- 
five cents or one shilling; a Fin- 


nish mark about twenty cents, 


or tenpence), that is about 
$200,000 or £40,000. That would 
make the annual sum passing 
through her hands that year, 
roughly, $800,000 (£160,000) ; 
though I got the impression that 
that was a rather heavier quarter 
than usual. Besides this was regis- 
tered mail whose money contents 
were not declared. This at once 
showed the great importance of 
her post and the responsibility 
with which she was entrusted by 
the government. 


Her books were as carefully 
kept as any bank account books 
I have ever examined in my earlier 
banking days; not only with the 
painstaking accuracy, but with 
the neatness of a skilled account- 
ant. This seems a sufficient an- 
swer to the comments I heard 
when the story was told in Stock- 
holm. She was accustomed 
through the years to the careful 
counting of, and accounting for 
large funds. Painstaking accuracy 
in money matters had become a 
life habit deeply grained in. 

Then a-few questions brought 
a picture of the sore need out of 
which the experience had grown. 
Finiand, of course, has a State 
Church—the Lutheran—which is 
practically the only church in the 
country, the Free Church move- 
ment being of comparatively re- 
cent origin and not yet legally or- 
ganized as a church. The whole 
country is divided into parishes, 
many quite large, The parish here, 
I found, was a large one with one 
church building in a_ population 
of some four thousand people and 


in a territory eighteen English 
miles across. This church was 
about two and a half English 


miles. away; the nearest others 
being four, ten, and twelve miles 
away. Meetings had been held in 
the houses and_= schoolhouses;: 
many had been converted, and 
many others greatly blessed. But 
the need of a little chapel was 
sorely felt. Our quiet friend was 
the leader in al] this, as well as 
in the building of the chapel. 


The story of the building of 
the chapel was a most fascinating 
one, but I think I must come at 
once to the story of the money. 


The Sore Need 


While,.,the building was going 
up, there came in a bill for lum- 
ber which had been bought and 
received. But the amount was 
larger than it should have been. 
With the bill came a peremptory 
letter demanding immediate pay- 
ment and threatening legal ac- 
tion. The bill was for seven hun- 
dred and fifty-one Finnish marks 
(about $150, or £30), being 
twenty-seven dollars (£5,8s.) more 
than the right amount. The com- 
mon commercial custom of the 
country provides for long credit. 
The amount was unjust, the usual 
time of payment was not giyen 
and legal proceedings threatened. 
This was a wholly unexpected and 
distressing complication. 


She was troubled to know what 
to do about the unjust increase in 
the bill. The difference of over 
one hundred and thirty marks was 
a serious one, in view of the con- 
dition of the chapel funds and 


| the great difficulty experienced in 


getting funds. She could refuse to 
pay and go to law, but that meant 
endless trouble and additional ex- 
pense; and, further, she could not 
feel free in her heart about en- 
gaging in a lawsuit over the 
Lord’s work. The words of Mat- 
thew 5:40 came repeatedly to 
mind. Finally she decided to pay 
the full amount if she must,. but 
only under strong protest against 
the injustice. It greatly strength- 
ened her afterwards in praying for 
the money that she was acting in 
the spirit of the Master’s teach- 


ing. 


The chapel funds were made up 


wholly of freewill offerings by the 
people attending the services. The 
people are very poor; the funds 
were very low. Our friend stood 
quite alone in the responsibility. 
There had been much opposition 
among the church people to the 
chapel being built. It was a time 
of sore stress of soul. She cried 
to God and there came to her a 
ereat quiet peace that seemed to 
brood over her. Then she com- 


menced praying for the money. 
This was in May of 1908, The 
legal action, if taken, would give 
her until October. 


Then followed a never-to-be-for- 
gotten time of tireless effort, con- 
stant disappointment, unceasing 
prayer, sore stress of spirit and 
yet a strangely quiet peace—all 


intermingled. Every effort to get 


the money, either by gift or -by 
borrowing, was entirely fruitless. 
There seemed only a stone wall 
at every turn. There were criti- 
cism, reproach and even sneers, 
but very little money. 


culty became known the little 
community and wag freely dis- 
cussed, especially those op- 


posed to the chapel, who said that 
now it must be sold to pay this 
debt. 


Still she prayed. In her words, 
“The prayer lamp burned day and 
night.” It was a time of great 
searching of heart and sore strain 
in her spirit. The final time of 
payment drew near. Now some- 
thing must be done. The law offi- 
cer or sheriff was a friendly man, 
but of course must do his duty. 
A last effort, involving’ a journey 
to a near-by town, proved un- 
availing, The man she hoped to see 
was abroad; his wife thought she 
ought not to have begun building 
till she had the money. As she 
returned on the train her spirit 
was in deepest concern and yet 
there was that strange sense of 
peace that would not leave. 


The telling of it to us brought 
back the experiences so vividly 
that she had to pause at times to 
get better control of herself in- 
wardly, though outwardly she was 
always very quiet and controlled. 
And we waited with a deep and 
deepening sense of awe as we 
were allowed to look into the se- 
cret recesses of a human soul and 
witness a little of the intensity of 
its struggles. 


The Story 


That was a wondrous time on 
the train. The brooding presence 
of Jesus seemed so near as she 
quietly sat thinking, while the 
train noisily hurried on. Her soul 
was drawn out in prayer to an 
unusual extent. In her dire ex- 


stremity she cast herself upon God. 


Then there came into her mind 
something she had thought of all 
during the building of the chapel. 
But now it seemed to have a new 
meaning. Her mind was turned to 
the time in the desert when the 
loaves and fishes were multiplied 
Then this prayer seemed given té 

her, that God w®8uld touch her 
slender chapel funds and do as in 
the desert—make them sufficient 
for the need. 


On her return home, as soon as 
she could get time froni her work, 
she went to the drawer to get the 
little box where the chapel funds 
were kept. She had counted the 
money before that last journey 
and found she had just three hun- 
dred and fifty marks ($70, or £14). 
Now she took the box out to the 
sitting room. She had on hand 
ninety marks ($18, or £3, 12s.) of 
her own personal money. This she 
added to the Lord’s money and 
poured all out upon the table. It 
was at the noon hour. The post 
office, which was in one part of 
the dwelling, was closed. She was 
quite alone. 


She bowed in prayer over the 

table, spreading her hands out 
over the little heap of money, and 
prayed that God would indeed do 
as she believed He was leading her 
to ask. In simple childlike lan- 
guage she said, “Lord Jesus, bless 
Thy money as Thou didst bless 
the loaves in the wilderness. I 
will put my loaves, too, in Thy 
hands, and do Thou let them with 
Thine meet this need; let this 
money cover the amount of this 
bill.” So she remained a little in 
prayer. 
‘Then she counted one hundred 
marks ($20, or £4), and put it in 
a little heap by itself, then a sec- 
ond hundred, and a third, and so 
on, until there were seven such 
heaps of one hundred each, and 
a smaller heap of fifty-one marks. 
And she noticed that there was 
now much gold, though there had 
not: been much gold in the box. 
This brought to her mind the 
words of Isaiah 60:17. 


With a great awe filling her 
being, she fell upon her knees 
thanking the Lord ‘Jésus; then she 
rose’and carefully counted again. 
Again she placed her hands upon 
the money, praising Jesus whose 
presence seemed very real, and 


’ 


Her diffi- 


again she prayed that the money 
might remain until she could pay 
the law officer. 

We went with her as she un- 
locked the drawer in which she 
always kept the Lord’s treasure- 
box, and reverently handled the 
plain little wooden box. No one 
looking at the big businesslike 
bunch of keys which she always 
carried in her pocket, and watch- 
ing her unlocking the various 
drawers for papers and_ record 
books and carefully locking each 
again, could have any doubt about 
that box being locked securely 
where no hand but hers could get 
at it. 


Then she saw the sheriff, or 
law officer, and told him that now 
he could come for she had the 
money. He couldn’t believe her, 
knowing well her struggles, and 
asked where she got it. In her 
simple quiet way she said the Lord 
had sent it. Two days later he 
said he would call on the morrow 
to collect the amount of the bill. 

That day, when free from the 
post office duties and quite alone, 
she took the box and spread the 
money out again. Now she 
an impulse to put her own ninety | 


marks in a Jittle heap by itself | 
before counting the _ rest. 
obeyed this impulse. Again she 


spread her hands over the money 
and prayed and praised; again she 
counted, and now an additional 
touch of God’s power was re- 
vealed—there was the full sum of 
seven hundred and fifty-one marks 
without ‘her own scant, hard- 
earned and hard-saved money. 


With heart too full 
she fell upon her 
the Lord again and again. She 
understood better now what the 
Master was doing; she had freely 
given all her own reserve, but He 
would make the funds enough 
without her own slender store. 
Again she prayed that the money 
might remain until the collector 
came. 


The next day he came. She had 
him sit at the opposite side of the 
table while she told’him her story. 
He was much moved. Then she did 
as before, poured the money out 
of the box, quietly prayed and 
praised over it, then counted it out 
to the man. Now some few silver 
coins were left over after the bill 
was paid, though she had put her 
own money aside. She had often 
prayed that the Lord’s little trea- 
sury box might never be quite 
empty and that prayer was now 
¢ being remembered. The collector 
was greatly moved and drew five 
marks from his pocket, saying, “I 
want to put a little to this won- 
derful money.” 

So the money was paid and the 
legal receipt duly made out. Then 
our friend wrote a note to be sent 
with the money to the lumber 
dealer. It said that the amount 
of the bill was unjust as he knew 
and was now being paid under 
strong protest, but in accordance 
with the spirit of love in the 
words of the Saviour in Matthew 
2:40, So the bit of witnessing went 
with the gold. 

That is the story. She had three 
hundred and fifty Finnish marks 
in a little box under lock ($70, or 
£14). To this she added ninety 
marks of her own, making four 
hundred and forty marks in all. 
This sum increased to seven hun- 
dren and fifty-one marks, an in- 
‘crease of three-hundred and eleven 
marks (slightly over $62, or 
£12.8s.) Then a second time it in- 
creased to seven hundred and 
fifty-one marks, without her own 
ninety marks, a total increase of 
four hundred and one marks 
(slightly over $80, £16), then it 
still further increased a _ slight 
sum, which remained in the box 
after this bill was paid. 

This increase came _ through 
prayer alone, without human 
means being used, though the ut- 
most effort had been made to get 
human help. The prayer was of- 
fered only because she felt moved 
to do so. The increase came only 
after five months of tireless yet 
wearying effort, continual prayer, 
sore strain of spirit, very much 
suffering of mind and spirit, and 
after real sacrifice that cut deep 
down into her own life. And that 
sacrifice was, as I incidentally 
learned, only a part of the sacri- 
fice she had been yielding to in 
her own home and life, at every 
step, since the building of the 
chapel had commenced. 

This was the same sort of thing 
that took place daily for many 
months with the. widow of-Zare- 
phath (I Kings 17:8-16). It is

identically the same as occurred 
with that prophet’s widow, whose 
two sons were about to be sold 
into slavery to pay her debt (II 
Kings 4:1-7), and again, with the 
multiplying of the loaves to feed 
the hungry in a time of sore 
famine (II Kings 4:42-44). It is 
not different in kind, only in de- 
gree, from the feeding of the 
great multitudes twice, by our 
Lord, with a few loaves and fishes, 
and enough pieces left over and 
carefully gathered to feed still 
other hungry souls (Matt. 14:15- 
21; 15:32-39, with parallels). It 
belongs in the same group with 
the two great catches of fish in 
the gospels, where the Master’s 
presence increased the supplies re- 
quired for the need (Luke 5:1-11; 
John 21:1-14). 


I must confess that we had 
rather a wet time—the interpre- 
ter, my wife and I—as we sat 
with our friend, listening to her 
story, looking at her neatly-kept 
diary of those wondrous. days, 
watching reverently as she lived 
over again the stress and then the 
joy of those days; pausing with

Should an emer- 
gency arise where men have whol- 
ly refused to let Him use them 
in sending help, and everything 
else fails, He will do an act of 
creation before He will let His 
Word fail, or let any trusting child 
of His be disappointed in his de- 
pendence upon Him. God Himself 
is the only One who knows when 
such an emergency arises. His 
Spirit guides the prayer. This is 
the one touchstone of all true 
prayer.

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Gold Story 


Some might think, without 
thinking much, that here is an 
easy way out of money difficulties, 
if we can go to God and have 
our money increased in this way. 
Yet such a thing may not occur 
even in sore need. For notice, this 
little chapel is not yet wholly paid 
for. This is one of the burdens 
of service which our’ Finnish 
friend, at her country post office 
up yonder, is carrying just now 
and constantly praying over. There 
yet remains over eight hundred 
dollars (£160) unpaid. (The title 
to the property is vested in a hold- 
ing board of trustees which has 
been formed to hold title to all 
Free Church property in Finland, 
so best meeting the legal situa- 
tion.) That is a large sum to these 
people to whom the chapel has 
become a spiritual home; much 
more than it sounds to American 
or British ears. They are poor 
country folk. The money being 
given constantly comes out of 
hard-earned, carefully counted, 
and frugally eked-out funds. Our 
friend has no thought of praying 
that this debt shall be met in 
like manner. That prayer has not 
been put into her heart. Where it 
is all to come from she often 
wonders, as she prays and plans 
and nurses the funds, and prays 
some more, 


The School of Prayer 


There is a further bit of liv- 
ing sermon here. It is this: True 
prayer is put into our hearts by 
the Holy Spirit: The yearnings of 
our hearts after God, for loved 
ones, for special needs, are simply 
echoed yearnings. They are in 
God's heart. They are there first 
and most. They are simply echoed 
in our hearts from His. His great 
yearning is that we shall be in 
such simple touch with Himself 
that He can echo His own heart’s 
longings in our hearts. 

In our quiet broodingtime, along 
with Him over His inspired Word, 
day after day, He draws near to 


us. He trains our judgment; He 
schools our understanding; He 
disciplines our inner spirit; He 


opens the ears of our hearts (Eph. 
1:18); He teaches us what to. 
pray for and how to pray, and— 
even more—how to pray persist- 
ently. 


There was a special session of 
five months in that schoolroom of 
prayer before He put into our Finn- 
ish friend’s heart the prayer which 
from the first He planned that 
she should offer. She wasn’t ready 
to offer it till it was put into her 
heart. If she had offered it soon- 
er of her own accord, it would 
have brought nothing. True pray- 
er is not a matter of logical con- 
clusion mentally arrived at from 
examining some promise of God’s 
Word. It is far deeper than that, 
while still very simple. True prayer 
is hammered into shape upon the 
anvil of the knees, while the fire 
burns hot and every strike of the 
hammer is keenly felt. 


It is difficult to tell the sense 
of awe mingled with intense inter- 
est with which we went down the 
very dusty country road to look at 
the little chapel. It was a very 
unpretending structure, thorough- 
ly built and practically arranged. 
There was a smaller room open- 
ing out of the larger, with a little 
combination kitchen and sleeping 
room at one side. Upstairs was the 
“prophet’s chamber,”’. .combining 
sleeping and study room for the 
preachers when 
blessed as to have some one come. 


But Sunday is a busy day re- 
gardless of the presence of a “prop- 
er preacher.” At ten is a Sunday 
School in Finnish, at noon a preach- 
ing service which our friend takes 
when no.one else can be gotten, 
at four a Swedish Sunday School. 
The caretaker is a woman of 
practical versatility, keeping the 
place in order, opening it for ser- 
vices, sleeping in the combination 
kitchen, and being a _ converted 
woman, teaching the Finnish Sun- 
day School. About two hundred 
can be crowded in when all avail- 
able space is thrown together. 


But there were many more than 
that during the few days of meet- 
ings. The inner space was crowd- 
ed almost to discomfort, speaker 
and interpreter having no extra el- 
bow space on the platform. And 
each window brought to view a 


group of eager listeners standing 


without, Was it any wonder that 
in such a building the Spirit of 
God moved so mightily, though 
gently, upon human hearts! It 
seemed as though the heavens 
opened and the upper gales blew 
softly down and swept over the 
people. Heart doors that had been 
tightly shut opened up at that 
touch and some only partly open 
swung wide. 


As we walked over the little 
chapel with our quiet friend, ques- 
tioning, listening, thinking, it be- 
came clear and then clearer that 
this story we had come for was 
only one chapter in a story. It 
was a sort of climax chapter; 
those going before were of the 
same sort, all leading up to this 
climax. It was a long story run- 
ning through a number of years— 
a story of longing, of struggle, of 
steady, patient fighting against 
difficulties of every imaginable 
sort, of most stubborn resistance 
to all her plannings, as though 
some unseen spirit force were pit- 
ted against her, of persistence in 
efforteand prayer always just a 
bit more persistent than the re- 
sistance, and of an unfailing, un- 
seen Friend by her’ side. Here 
seemed to be one secret of the 
final victory. This was the de- 
cisive factor. It was persistence 
that had won and won only be- 
cause it was more persistent and 
would still hold on just a bit 
longer. 

The Master’s Word in that 
prayer-parable of Luke 18 (Luke 
18:1-8) came to mind, 
pray, and not to faint.” The chief 
thing in the conflict of life and of 
service is prayer. The chief temp- 
tation in such fighting and prayer 
is to tire out and give up. It 
seems as though some invisible 


“always to- 


power were trying to wear us out, 
to exhaust .our bodily strength 
and so our persistence. The chief 
factor in prayer, on the human 
side, is persistence—a_ gentle, 
cheery, undiscourageable persist- 
ence, but without the common 
element of stubbornness, 

That word “stubborn” really 
stands for a sort of blind animal 
doggedness, from which the ele- 
ments of intelligence and reason- 
ableness are absent (Psa, 32:9). 
There is a strength that is strong 
enough to hold on, but not strong 
enough to do it graciously and to 
yield on nonessentials. The per- 
sistence that the Holy Spirit gives 
and strengthens, sees, fepls, listens, 
shifts the pesition slightly here 
and there to meet the opposition 
more intelligently, but never yields 
on the main issue. Yet there is a 
quietness, a cheeriness, a gentle- 
ness of spirit, a sweet reasonable- 
ness wholly absent from persist- 
ence of the stubborn sort. This 
has enormous influence in break- 
ing down the opposition. Only the 
Holy Spirit can give such per- 
sistence. And. He can give it only 
to him who goes to school daily, 
steadily, and tries faithfully to 
learn his lessons. That is what the 
Master means by “not to faint.” 
This cheery undiscourageable per- 
Sistence (Luke 11:8-9) is one of 
the great traits of the prayer that 
changes things; the other is defi- 
niteness (Matt. 18:19; Mark 11: 
24)... 


Merely a Climax 


Our friend’s experience brought 
this all up to mind afresh. In the 
beginning it seemed wholly impos- 
sible to get a lot on which to 
build. Slowly, bit by bit, things 
changed. The foreign owner of 


the land wanted came unexpect- 


edly on a visit to his property. 
The direct appeal was favorably 
received at last. In the change of 
ownership of a large tract a free 
grant was made for the chapel, 
then a bit of cunning, underhand- 
ed redtape threatened to affect 
the clear title. Finally the bit of 
land was secured with a clear title 
in perpetuity. But it was fighting 
and keen work, one ditch after 
another, every step of the long, 
slow way; persistent opposition, 
yet more ‘persistent hanging on, 
with the wondrous unseen Friend 
never failing in suggestion and in 
strength. 

Then when building could be be- 
gun, it seemed impossible to get 
lumber. None was to be gotten 
anywhere. The season's. supply 
was all bought up. But the faith- 
ful inner Friend kept her hope- 
fully hoping in the midst of 


most hopeless circumstances 
(Rom. 4:17-21). Then an_un- 
expected raft of logs came 


floating down the river. So, step 
by step she plodded on. Prices 
were lowered; unconverted men 
offered their labor; the best build- 
er was secured; difficulties rose 
and were downed. It was one long 
story of opposition, reproach, criti- 
cism, prayer and the _ unfailing 
faithfulness of God. The bit that 
came at the end was simply a 
climax, It fitted perfectly as a 
capstone to the whole structure 
of faith going up with the going 
up of the chapel. That capstone 
was brought forth with glad 
shoutings of praise to Our won- 
drous faithful God (Zech. 4:6-10). 

And to the praise of His grace 
it is put down here that men may 
trust Him more, and more simply.
